"And, behold, there came a leper and worshipped him, saying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. And Jesus put forth his hand, and 
touched him, saying, I will; be thou clean. And immediately his leprosy 
was cleansed" (Matt. 8:2-3) ... "And saying, Lord, my servant lieth at 
home sick of the palsy, grievously tormented. And Jesus saith unto him, 
I will come and heal him" (Matt. 8:6-7) ... "And when Jesus was come 
into Peter's house, he saw his wife's mother laid, and sick of a fever. 
And he touched her hand, and the fever left her: and she arose, and 
ministered unto them" (Matt. 8:14-15) ... "When the even was come, 
they brought unto him many that were possessed with devils: and he 
cast out the spirits with his word, and healed all that were sick: That it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying, Him- 
self took our infirmities, and bare our sicknesses" (Matt. 8:16-1 7). 
The healing miracles are a fulfilment of (Isaiah 53: 4) and deal with de- 
liverance through the Servants sufferings. Sickness and sin were al- 
ways closely linked in Jewish thought.

In 
my Father's house are many mansions: if it were not so, I would have 
told you. I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also" (John 14:1-3).
